At that moment he was 
given the information by the Inspector of Police 
accompanying him that the two men who were sitting 
on the wooden box were hostiles. Shri Roy re- 
entered the room and caught hold of one of the des- 
perados. The desperado sprang up on his feet and 
took out his loaded revolver and aimed it at Shri 
Roy. In the meantime, the Assistant Sub-Inspector 
of Police entered the room and covered the desperado 
with the revolver. Shri Roy seized the revolver from 
the second hostile. Both the desperados were ar- 
rested.

On enquiry they were told that the person who was 
running in front had picked the pocket of one of the 
chasers. Both Shri Narain Dass and Shri Jagir Singh 
joined the pursuit of the criminal. When Shri Narain 
Dass caught hold of the criminal, the criminal 
whipped out a knife and inflicted 3/4 blows in the 
chest of Shri Narain Dass. Inspite of his injuries 
Shri Narain Dass did not relax his hold of the accused 
and kept on holding him boldly and bravely till he 
fell down on the ground because of the weakness 
caused by excessive bleeding.

When this police party was climbing up the hill they 
were suddenly fired upon by the extremists from the 
vantage position. Shri Man Bahadur on seeing 
that one of the extremists was about to fire at him, 
took cover and fired at the extremist. The extremist 
was shot dead. In the meantime another extremist 
fired at Shri Man Bahadur but Shri Man Bahadur 
remained undeterred. In the resulting encounter 
this extremist was also shot dead by Shri Man Baha- 
dur. 

In the encounter with the extremists Shri Man 
Bahadur showed conspicuous gallantry and devotion 
to duty,

At 
about 0430 hrs. on the 7th January, 1973 two persons 
were seen coming from Pakistani side by the ambush 
party. On being challenged they fired at the ambush 
party and tried to escape under the cover of dark- 
ness, through nearby cotton fields. The ambush party 
could not use fire arms effectively due to the darkness 
and cotton crop in the field. Shri Hem Raj spotted 
one of these smugglers and without caring for his 
personal safety rushed towards him and caught hold 
of him and also snatched his rifle. The intruder 
was thereafter searched. On revolver and contra- 
band goods valued at Rs. 4000/- were found from 
him. 

In apprehending the Pakistani smugglers Shri 
Hem Raj exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty and overpowered an armed smuggler 
single-handed in disregard of his personal safety.

flooded area where the depth of the water was 4’ to 5\ 
The rescue work organized by Shri Jayaperumal saved 
about 600 lives in Vanbakkam and Pudukuppam 
villages on 8th December, 1972 and of about 1500 
persons in and around Cuddalore on 9th and 10th 
December, 1972, Shri Jayaperumal also rescued ten 
persons from being washed away in the flood near 
Chinnakangnankuppam.
